Commissioners 
Favor Strong Man 
With Broad Powers 


The B r i s t o l Township 
Board of Commissioners at 
a special meeting last night 
approved “ in general” a plan 
to hire a township m anager 
at a salary ranging between 
$9500 and $13,000. 


Wayne Locke, chairman of 
the finance committee, whu 
has been studying the pro 
posal of a township manager 
presented a model ordinance 
drawn up by the Internation­ 
al Association of Township 
Managers. 
The ‘ model” outlined the duties 
of the manager as administrator 
of all township business Under the 
plan, which the commissioners ac­ 
cepted “ as a starting point” the 
manager would superv .se all mu­ 
nicipal departments and have the 
power to hire and fire all person­ 
nel not under civil service. 


The commissioners all seemed to 
favor a strong manager with broad 
powers. 
“ If we are going to hire 
a qualified man we have to give 
him the proper tools to work with,” 
several commissioners stated. 


Choice Up to Board 


Lo< ke was instructed to work
